CHICAGO, March 21.—(4#)—Scar- 

face Al Capone gave himself up to 
police today and beeame a free man. 

The gang chief, hunted across half 
the country since his release from a 
Philadelphia prison last Monday aft- 
er serving 10 months for carrying a 
pistol, found out the police did not 
want him after all, that the state’s 
attorney had nothing against him and 
that the government was in no hurry 
to press its delinquent income tax 
charges or contempt of court proceed- 
ings against him 

Capone, the gang chief, dive keeper 
and liquor lord, whose name has been 
linked with a score of gangster kill- 
ings, calmly walked into Chief of De- 
tective John Stege’s office this aft- 
ernoon, accompanied by his attorney, 
and said: “Here I am.” As it de- 
veloped, he might well have added: 
“What of it.” 

Soft spoken, well dressed, Capone 
chatted with newspapermen, explain- 
ing how he eluded everybody when he 
was released from prison, leisurely mo- 
tored back to Chicago with his body- 
guard, Frank Rio, who had served 
the 10 months with him, and arrived 
here two days ago while squads of 
police and detectives were watching 
his haunts for a trace of him. He 
said he had gone to the home of a 
“friend,” where he stayed until he 
talked with his lawyer, Thomas PD. 
Nash, this afternoon, and decided to 
surrender “and to have it owt with 
the cops.” 

Nash got in touch with Stege and 
arranged for the a eae po- 


lice apparently were unprepared for 
the event. Capone arrived accompa- 
nied by Phil D’Andre, deputy city hall 
“front” for the Capone crowd, and 
chatted briefly with the newspaper 
boys and others in Stege’s office. He 
was taken under heavy guard to the 
federal building to see what District 
Attorney George E. Q. Johnson want- 
ed, if anything.

NEW CASTLE, Pa., March. 21.— 
(/)—Death in the electric chair was 
the verdict returned. by a jury here 
tonight in the case of Irene Schroe- 
der, 21, tried for the slaying of High- 
way Patrolman Brady Paul. The 
jury’s decision was .first degree mur- 
der, without mercy, which automati- 
cally carries the death penalty. 

The verdict was returned at 9:25 
o'clock after the jury had retired at 
6:44, 

Mrs. Schroeder never flinched as the 
verdict was brought in. Members of 
her family could be heard sobbing aft- 
er the jury foreman had returned the 
verdict. Among the spectators in the 
crowded courtroom, many could he 
seen with handkerchiefs to their eyes. 


The blonde. defendant ‘sneered as she 
was led from thé court room, 


she entered the courtroom to hear the 
ten men and two women read their 
decision. She chatted. with Sheriff 
and Mrs. Charles. N. Johtison while 
=~ awaited the reading of the ver- 
ict. 

After the foreman had announced 
the verdict, the jury was polled in 
turn, the clerk asked each of the 12 
jurors what verdict had been reached. 
Each and every one replied: 

“Guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree and fix the penalty of death.”

Parker Announces Cre- 
ation of Coast: Artillery 
Battalion for Savannah. 


The establishment of a new nation- 
al guard unit, the 264th coast artil- 
lery battalion, to be assigned to the 
defenses of Savannah, was announced 
Friday by Adjutant General Homer 
C. Parker. 

The new battalion consists of com- 
panies with headquarters at States- 
boro and Washington. Later two ad- 
ditional batteries will be added, prob- 
ably after July 1, but their location 
has not yet been determined. 

A number of Georgia towns are re- 
questing: them, ite was stated. In ad- 
dition te the batteries the battalion 
also will include a headquarters de- 
tachment and medical department de- 


tachment. 

The new. battalion has no connec- 
tion with :the plans .current several 
months ago to convert the 122d in- 
fantry, of Atlanta, into a coast guard 
unit, General Parker stated. The 
status of that regiment remains the 
same, he said. The last development 
was last fall, when the plan to change 
it was indefinitely postponed. 

Cowart in Command. 

Major Leroy Cowart is command- 
ing officer of the battalion, Second 
Lieutenant James Barney Averitt com- 
mands the headquarters detachment, 
and Dr. Waldo BH. Floyd, who has 
been made a captain in the medical 
corps, commands the medical depart- 
ment detachment. 

Other officers of battery A are 
Thaddeus J. Morris, captain; Edgar 
P. Josey, first lieutenant, and Charles 
B. MeAllister, second lieutenant. 

Battery B's officers are John E. 
Stoddard, captain; Augustine S. 

uinn, first lieutenant, and Charles 
Edward Wills, second lieutenant. 

The headquarters detachment of the 
battalion has been given the name 
“Kell Rifles,” in honor of a former 
adjutant general, John McIntosh Kell, 
who served from January 1, 1887 to 
October 5. 1900. The name also per- 
petuated the name of an organization 
that existed in Statesboro from 1895 
to 1902. 

Battery A will be known as “Par- 
ker's Minute Men,” in honor of the 
present adjutant general, who made 
the organization possible for the com- 
munity and in order to perpetuate the 
pame of Minute Men who fought the 
first skirmish in the Revolutionary 
/ War at Lexington. under command of 
Parker.

Senate Again Defeats. Tax 
On Imported Short, Cotton

Also Rejects Harris Pro- 
posal To Tax Jute and 
Waste Bagging — Pas-

WASHINGTON, Mareh 21.—(7)— 
To compensate manufacturers using 
long. staple cotton for increased costs 
due to thes tariff of:séven cents a 
pound, recently voted on this product, 
the senate tonight approved a ‘duty of 
10 cents a pound on all products made 
from cotton of a staple of 11-8 inches 
and over. 

The cotton textile rate went through 
without a word of debate. 

Withott a record vote, a proposal 
of Senator Heflin, democrat, Atla- 
bama, for a duty of four -cents a 
pound on short staple cotton was re- 
jected, 

An amendment by Senator Harris, 
democrat, Georgia, to place tariffs on 
raw jute and waste bagging and 
waste sugar-sack cloth, now on the 
free list was defeated, 57 to 11. 

The 10.cents a pound duty on prod- 
ucts made from long staple cotton 
would be in addition to the.duty pro- 
vided in the bill. én such products. 

A further change in the. tariff on 
cotton blankets -and blanket cloths 
from 35 per cent as previously ap- 
proved to 30 per cent a* pound was 
adopted on motion of Senator Hebert, 
republican, Rhode Island. 

A final drive to pass the bill to- 
morrow was promised tonight by lead- 
ers after attempts by both democrats 
and republicans to keep the senate in 
session until the measure was disposed 
of had failed. 

After 11 hours of labor had been 
completed and four more rate sthed- 
ules still faced amendments, Senators 
Heflin, democrat, Alabama, and 
Moses, republican, New Hampshire, 
led a movement to remain in session 
tonight until the bill was passed.

Diamond Brothers Is Related 


NEWARK, N. J.,- March 21.—A 
istory of a bitter feud between the 
late Arnold Rothstein, nabob.of Broad- 
way racketeers, and the Diamond 
brothers, Jack and Eddie, rivaling in 
its every detail the most sanguinary 
of Chicago’s gangland wars, was told 
here today by*Frank Brex, chief of 
Newark detectives. 

Rothstein’s feud with the: Diamond 
boys led not only to his own death, 
Brex believes, but left a trail of 
bullet-riddled bodies across the coun- 
try—a trail that ranges from Broad- 
way to the Capitol Hill. apartment 
district of Denver, from the mud flats 
of Jersey to the -elegant hotels of 
Coral Gables. 

At least seven men died because of 
this furious feud, says Brex. who has 
evolved his theory of -the Rothstein- 
Diamond war after months of inten- 
sive sleuthing on the part of his de- 
tectives. 7 
| The key that brought forth the 
‘story was the identification of the 
body of Eugene Moran, henchman of 
Rothstein, according to Brex. Moran's 
body, burned beyond recognition and 
with a bullet hole through the head, 
was found in an automobile on the 
edge of a swamp near Newark last 
August 9. It was not identified un- 
til this week. 


A few days before he was mysteri- 
ously shot down in a New York ho- 
tel in the fall of 1928, Rothstein sent 
Moran, with several other gunmen, to 
Denver for the purpose of killing Ed- 
die Diamond, Brex said. Eddie was 
in the western city for his health. He 
died recently of tuberculosis. 

Moran and his compatriots, armed 
with a couple of submachine guns 
and two suiteases full of other arma- 
ment, had just reached Denver when, 
on Noyember 4, Rothstein was slain. 

On the following day the-New York 
gunmen waylaid Eddie Diamond on 
the streets of Denver and riddled 
his automobile with machine gun bul- 
‘lets. Eddie was not hurt.

Moran and other Rothstein underlings 
carried on with the endless war 
against the Diamond brothers and 
their cohorts. First a member of the 
Rothstein faction would fall. Then 
would come the reprisal, and one of 
the Diamond gunmen would go down. 

Frank “Blubber” Devlin, murdered 
in: New Jersey a year ago. was one 
of the victims in this feud, Brex said. 
Another was Tom Walsh, shot and 
killed over a card table at the Miami 
Biltmore hotel, Coral Gables, a few 
days after the Deylin killing, 

James Batto, found shot to death 
in an automobile in New York last 
September, fell in the Rothstein-Dia- 
mond war, Brex believes. 

Others who were murdered in the 
feud, according to Brex, were Morti- 
mer Schubert, racketeer who was shot 
in New York last November; Daniel 
Ahern, slain as a “squealer” in Cleve- 
land last December 13, and Harry 
Veasey, beaten and shot to death in 
Hoboken last January 10. 

While Brex was reciting his theory 
to newspapermen today, Jack Dia- 
mond, better known as “Legs,” was 
released from the Tombs in New York 
after having been detained on a charge 
of murder. He was accused of kill- 
ing two men in the Hotsy Totsy Club, 
but the district attorney granted his 
release because of lack of evidence. 

Diamond was rearrested by federal 
authorities on a narcotic charge. He 
furnished bail and when asked late to- 
day about the Newark police story, 
the last surviving principal of the 
alleged feud, remarked crisply: 

“That sounds like Jersey. Those

APPEARS IN LOUISIANA 


Marshall, Sought by Missis- 
sippi Legislature, Issues 
Statement. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 21.—(#) 
Carl Marshall, self-termed “political 
refugee” from Mississippi, was today 
in New Orleans, after putting state 
boundaries between him and the dis- 
ciplinary agents of the Mississippi 
house of representatives which sought 
to imprison him for refusal to answer 
questions propounded by its “roving” 
committee. 


Mr. Marshall's presence in the city 
became known late yesterday through 
announcement of Edward Righter, lo- 
cal attorney, that the much sought 
committee witness was preparing a 
statement. 

Marshall received callers and chat- 
ted affably, saying that he would re- 
main outside the state Mississippi 
until he was properly advised that 


'Governor Bilbo would yield to the 


house of representatives in the mat- 
ter of his pardon, or that the house 
would yield to the governor. He af- 
firmed that he left the state to pre- 
vent a possible “armed clash” between 
state militia and sergeants-at-arms of 
the house of representatives. a 

In his statement the former state 
senator said: 

“These are briefly the facts. The 
committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the official acts of officers of 
the state of Mississippi. I was sum- 
moned before that committee and gave 
it all the information that I possessed 
of that character. The committee then 
endeavored to have me answer ques- 
tions that would ‘révéal information 
that I had come into possession of 
as a lawyer or that I had received 
confidentially and that had rio bearing 
on the official conduct of any offi- 
cial of the state. 

“I declined to answer such questions 
unless I was first relieved from the 
personal and professional privileges 
that I was honor bound to respect,

state pardoned me.” '

During the last two days the multi- 
millionaire has sat in court and heard 
himself alternately condemned as a 
man who paid $100.000 to Albert B. 
Fall to influence him to award Do- 
heny’s company a lease to the Elk 
Hill naval oil reserve, and praised 
as a blameless man who loaned the 
money to an old friend in need. 

The arguments ended after an im- 
passioned appeal by Frank J. Ho- 
gan, of defense counsel, that his cli- 
ent be acquitted, and a calm recital 
by Owen J, Roberts, special govern- 
ment prosecutor, of the evidence that 
had been presented as he saw it. 
_ Roberts told the jury the evidence 
in the case “makes out beyond 
doubt” that Doheny had given Fall 
the mionéy with intent that the sec- 
retary of the interior should be in- 
fluenced by it to award his company 
leases. 

“Nobody can deny and nobody has 
denied that Mr. Doheny’s company 
was after those leases,” he said, “and 
nobody ean deny there was an ad- 
vance.of $100,000 to Fall.”

THE IOWA ROAD POLICY. 


An inspection of the ‘highways 
map of the state of lowa shows a 
marvelous and rapid development in 
that state of a trunk line and county 
co-ordinated system of hard paved 
roads scarcely rivalled in any other 
state. It proves beyond debate the 
wisdom of the policy of building the 
cross state main traveled lines first 
of all and then constructing the lat- 
erals to connect every county seat 
with the trunk lines system. 


Five years ago lowa had, like 
Georgia, only a few finger length 
paved roads radiating from such cen- 
ters as Des Moines, Sioux City, 
Waterloo and Davenport — short 
lines starting somewhere and end- 
ing practically nowhere, and. wholly 
disconnected from other state and 
county centers. Now, since 1925, 
when the concrete paved roads were 
502 miles, the paved roads on Jan- 
uary 1 of this year were 2,317 
miles, the graveled all year roads 
were 3,136 miles, and the 1930 
program calls for 1,000 more miles 
of improved concrete roads. When 
the .program is complete, say in 
1933, there will be 5,000 miles of 
concrete paved roads and 1,770 of 
permanent all weather’ graveled 
roads, making the total surfaced 
roads 6,770 miles. 


This demonstrated lowa lesson 
should not be lost by the people of 
Georgia. They want exactly the 
system that is being so. rapidly 
brought to completion in Iowa and 
they should be willing for the high- 
way commission in this state to do 
the work as the people of Iowa are 
permitting their highway authorities 
to do it. 

Chairman Tate, not given to. ho- 
kum or talking through his hat, has 
frankly told the people of the state 
that if the highway commission fs 
left to pursue the like policy of 
building the cross-state main lines 
first and then connecting them to 
the county seats in the order of 
their needs, the money is in sight 
to give Georgia her devised system 
in a completed state in five years; 
but if the board is to be interfered 
with from scores of sources and by 
impeding local influences, it will 
be 25 years before the system as 
needed can be completed. And by 
that time it is likely that the earlier 
parts of the system will have been 
broken down and be demanding re- 
construction. 

The highest wisdom the people 
can now show is to sit steady and 
patient, trusting to our fully com- 
petent highway authorities to go 
forward sanely and rapidly to ‘“‘put 
Georgia out of the mud!”

Is- 
trati gave his reasons for electing to 
take out French citizenship papers: 
“I was fully determined,” he said, 
“to settle permanently in soviet Rus- 
sia, but the manner in which those 
in charge of the country are murder- 
ing the ideal of the revolution made 
me come away. I escaped with my 
life when it. became known in Russia 
that I wanted to leave. Had it not 
been for the intervention of the 
French ambassador, I would have 
been sent into the depths of Siberia, 
which would have meant certain death 
to me. (Istrati suffers of tuberculo- 
sis of the lungs). Back in France I 
wrote my three books and had accept- 
ed a lecture tour in Egypt. I sailed 
from Trieste on an Italian ship. When 
we dropped anchor beforé “Alexandria 
I was notfied that I would not be 
permitted to land. This. by request 
of the Rumanian legation. Still, I 
have never offen Rumania,” he 
added. ‘I have only sought to soften 
the rigors of suppression and oppres- 
sion to which all liberals in that coun- 
try are subjected.” The ship left four. 
days later with Istrati on board. Ar- 
rived in Trieste, the fascist police 
promptly arrested him. His passport 
called for passage through Italy on 
the way to Egypt, not to come back 
to Italy. The Rumanian consul did 
nothing for him, of course. But the 
French embassy in Rome and_ the 
French consul in Trieste created such 
a stir that the fascists let him go 
after 20 hours’ detention. Under es- 
cort he was led to the French fron- 
tier and there liberated. “I am very 
grateful,” said Istrati, “‘to the French. 
I still want to travel, so I'll become 
a French citizen.” ‘The French 
press, needless to say, is extremely 
proud and happy over’ Istrati’s deci- 
sion, and counts the acquisition of 
sO eminent a writer, whether he has 
revolutionary ideas or not, as a valu- 
able asset to French citizenship.

EVERYDAY QUESTIONS

Do not the available statistics 
clearly indicate that the churches 
are declining? I have read them 
repeatedly from various sources, 
and they seem to me to point that 
way. What in your opinion is 
the reason for the decline in mem- 
bership? . 

The figures certainly do not war- 
rant our complacency. There is small 
comfort for any of the churches in 
the returns of members actually 
gained. Spiritualists, Theosophists 
and Christian Scientists fare no better 
than the older forms of religion. But 
statistics are woefully misleading. The 
quantitative element is never as iIm- 
portant as the qualitative in spiritual 
matters. 

We should be less disturbed by de- 
creases in the attendance and mem- 
bership of churches. and, synagogues, 
Bible schools and dgyetiofal ‘services, 
if the moral guidancé they ‘Supply were 
not so seriously questioned. Despite 
its faults, that guidance deserves pub- 
lic confidence it does not receive. And 
the sooner pastors, rabbis, priests and 
church officials recognize this distrust 
and seek to remove its cause, the bet- 
ter for everybody. 

It seems tO me incumbent on them 
to confess the mistakes of the past. 
No intelligent believer can study the 
history of his particular communion, 
and not be aware of those mistakes, 
Indeed not a few were akin to crimes. 
It is fatal to our influence as social 
guides to maintain dogmas, such, for 
example, as biblical infallibility, which 
simply side track the church as an ef- 


Nor has she always been right on 
moral issues. Slavery and the right 
to persecute for the suppression of 
religious opinions were long defended 
by representative Christians. Why not 
admit these faults and errors? Why 
not concede that sheer dogmatism and 
the purely sectarian viewpoint repel 
thinking people, even though they grat- 
ify coteries and cliques? 

The permanence of Christian truth 
and of prophetic teaching is assured, 
but their modern presentation could 
be vastly improved. It is not schol- 
arship alone that the religious advo- 
cate needs but rather a visioned and 
sympathetic mentality to which his 
learning is subordinated, and which 
would prevent that cocksuredness 
which is the tone of an exclusive 


may be sure we shall not. leave the 
field to agnostic secularism. If» we 


did, it has nothing to offer the starved 
souls who throng our streets. But an 
intellectual mastery of the whole prob- 
lem and a fearless application of 
Christ’s teaching and example to. its 
solution are overdue.

What do you think of the plea 

of the “Christian Century” for a 

priesthood in Protéstantism? Is 

that not disguised Romanism? 

Let me quote what the “Christian 
Century” said: 

“The continued life of organized 
religion as an effective force in s0- 
ciety now depends upon the appearance 
of a priesthood competent to take 
the dreams and ideals of the prophet 
and weave them into the fabric of col- 
lective ritual and churchly institu- 
tion.” 

I entirely agree with: that state- 
ment and provided what it suggests is 
rightly guided, I deem it of. vital im- 
portance to religious life and activi- 
ty. In “Ambassadors of God,” a 
book written ten years ago, IT endeav- 
ored to show that the Church should be 
not only the interpreter, but the other 
self of Christ, even as He is God’s 
other self. She does not flourish at 
the preacher’s behest, nor for: his con- 
venience, but that the divine life may 
run through all her ordered channels. 
Nor is preaching a declamatory ritual 
to be venerated as such, regardless of 
its quality or effect. Priest and 
prophet should blend in a _ fully 
equipped pastorate, as they did in 
the case of Ezekiel. They exist for 
the church, not the church for them, 
and for humanity as a whole, not for 
sectarian groups and their pecularities 
of belief.” (“‘Ambassadors of God,’ pp. 
161-163). 

The priest takes what the prophet’s 
vision discerns and gives its corporate 
forms. ‘The prophetic realm has wid- 
ened in our day. Its objectives are 
no longer confined to any single 
sphere. Contemporary scientific and 
industrial achievements demand that 
the religion we teach shall be quick- 
ened and developed by the sacramental 
methods Christ ordained, and by every 
other approved avenue of spiritual 
fellowship with Him. He is a “High 
Priest forever,’ and all believers de- 
rive their priesthood from him. For 
these reasons I deplore the false dis- 
tinction drawn between the priest and 
the prophet. Every Christian min- 
ister acts in both capacities, and the 
more this truth is recognized, the 
greater will be the benefits of his min- 
istry.

Bank of England Reduces 
Discount Rate — High 
Grade Bonds To Have 
Active Support—Fed- 
eral Reserve in 
Strongest Finan- 
cial Position. 


Few people expected the Bank of 
England to reduce its discount rate 
from 4 to 3 1-2 per cent on Thurs 
day. ‘But it did and thereby met the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York’s 
rate for the second time in two weeks. ; 

Money is cheap all over the world. 
The principal central bank rates now 


stand as follows: 
England, Switzerland, Holland, Bel- 


gium, and the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, 3 1-2 per cent. France, 
3 per cent, the cheapest rate. Near- 
ly all the other reserve and central 
banks of foreign nations vary from 
4 to 4 1-2 per cent. 

Will New York again lower its rate 
from 3 1-2 to 8 per cent? Will this 
be followed by England and other na- 
tions? It looks that way now. Some 
even believe that several central bank 
rates will get down as low as 2 per 
cent. 

Naturally, the average reader says: 
I am paying 6 per cent for my money 
—who is borrowing this money at 3 
and 4 per cent?” a 

The answer is that this interest is 
what banks pay for their rediscounts 
—that is, for the money which they 
borrow at wholesale from the central 
banks of issue. Many of them bor- 
row at 4 per cent and loan at 7 per 
cent. But this spread is narrowing 
now. Many banks which were re- 
ceiving 7 and 8 per cent from their 
customers six months ago are receiv- 
ing 5 to 5 1-2 per cent today.

2 per cent this week whereas a year 
ago they were 10 per cent. 

Commercial paper rates are now 4 
to 4 1-2 per cent, whereas they were 
from 5 1-2 to 6 per cent last year. 

Rates on 60 to 90-day acceptances 
are now from 2 1-4 to 2 1-2 per 
cent compared with 5 1-2 per cent 
last year. 


Now what do these cheaper rates 
signify? Certainly one thing stands 
out in the picture. Bonds—the sea- 
soned high-grade bonds—are going to 
have an active support during the 
next few months. 

It almost invariably follows that 
bond: prices rise as interest rates de- 
celine. 

The federal reserve member banks 
have more money idle now than they 
have had for months. They are ex- 
pected to be heavy purchasers of in- 
vestment bonds during the next year. 
So will the federal reserve bank it- 
self buy heavily for its investment’s 
account, as its rediscounts are lighter 
now than they have been in years. 

In the last statement which the 
federal reserve bank made this week 
bills discounted for member banks 
have fallen to the lowest level in 13 
years—since 1917. 

Last week the total amount redis- 
counted in the 12 federal reserve 
banks was $266,000,000. This week it 
is $205,634,000, hardly enough to pay 
expenses. 

The week of July 10, 1929, was 
the peak period in the federal reserve 
for rediscounts in recent years. Then 
this item rose to $1,153,000,000. This 
seems a large item viewing it from 
today’s figure. But in the year 1920 
—the year of the last big inflation— 
rediscounts reached the total of 
$2,800,000,000—or about 14 times 
total today. 


The total gold holdings against 
federal reserve note issues and demand 
deposits combined have reached 82.5 
per cent, against 80.8 per cent last 
week. 

The federal reserve never was in 
a stronger technical position than it 
is today.

The McGarrah statement ifs the 
first one which confirms the numer- 
ous stories that appeared at that 
time as to a conflict of policy be- 
tween the federal reserve board at 
Washington and the Federal bank of 
New York. But how the federal re- 
serve was able to prevent the New 
York directors from increasing the 
rate so long—really from February to 
August 8—will now be widely com- 
mented on throughout the country.

Governor Roy A. Young, of the. fed-

SHORT SKETCH 
OF PARKER’S LIFE. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 21.— 
(P)—Judge John Johnston Tarker, 
whose nomination as associate justice 
of the supreme court was sent to the 
senate today by President Hoover, has 
for a number of years been prominent 
in the public life of North Carolina. 

Judge Parker was born at Monroe, 
N. C., November 20, 1885, the son of 
John D. Parker and Frances Johnston 
Parker. He is lineally descended from 
Governor Abner Nash, Revolutionary 
leader of North Carolina. 

Entering the University of North 
Carolina in 1908, he received his A. 
B. degree in 1907 and L.L. B. degree 
in 1908. While in college he served 
as president of the freshman and 
senior classes, Di society, athletic as- 
sociation and student council. He was 
president of the Phi Beta Kappa dur- 
ing his senior year. In 1927 he was 
awarded an L.L, D., by the univer- 
sity. 

beginning the practice of law in 
Greensboro in 1908, he served that 
year as secretary of the republican 
campaign committee in the fifth North 
Carolina district. In 1909 he moved 
to his home town of Monroe to prac- 
tice law, and in 1910 he was the nomi- 
nee of the republican party for con- 
gress from. the seventh district. In 
1916 he was nominee of the republican 
party for the attorney generalship of 
North Carolina. 

Judge Parker was nominated by his 
party tor governorsof North Carolina 
in 1920 and, although defeated by his 
democratic opponent, polled 230,000 
votes, which was 63,000 more votes 
than any candidate for governor ef 
either party had ever received prior to 
that time. 

Judge Parker moved to Charlotte in 
1922 to take up the practice of law 
in this city.

Walking deliberately into a trash fire

governor of Shansi. 

Mukden dispatches report that 
Chiang Kai-shek replied first. saying 
that he always desired peace and that 
he.was willing to accept Chang’s sug- 
gestion. Yen stated that since the 
various Shansi and Kuominchun com- 
manders had issued a circular tele- 
gram to the people urging him to fight 
and to lead their northern battles, he 
himself could not decide the attitude 
of the northerners on Chang's pro- 


posal. 

Although the vernacular newspapers 
continue to assert that Yen plans to 
establish a separate government at 
Peiping,, the Kuowen News Agency 
today had a dispatch from Mukden 
saying Yen had informed the authori- 
ties there his report was untrue. 

The dispatch says: “The consensus 
of Mukden Chinese circles . appears 
that another civil war inside the great 
wall is inevitable and that it is a 
mere matter of time until it breaks 
out.” 


The.dispatch also says that in the 
event he cannot avert war between 
the north and south, Chang Hsueh- 
liang will follow a course of strict 
neutrality despite the fact. that both 
sides are reported bidding for his sup- 
port. Chang Hsueb-liang is the sen 
and successor of Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin, once known as the northern war 
lord, and who finally was driven from 
Peiping by .a coalition of the very 
forces now opposed to each other near 
Peiping.

‘WASHINGTON, March 21.—(7)— 
‘Attention of the house judiciary com- 
mittee will be turned from hearings 


on measures to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment next week to the law en- 
forcement commiksion’s proposed leg- 
jslation to strengthen dry law execu- 


tion. 

With the prospect of dry forces 
ending their presentation of witnesses 
on Wednesday, the committee set 
aside Thursday for consideration of 
five measures formulated by a _sub- 
committee to carry out in modified 
form recommendations of the enforce- 
ment commission. : 

The sub-group approved the last 
two of the measures today. One 
would make more effective the padlock 
law by authorizing serving through 
publication absentee owners of liquor 
dispensigg establishments. The sec- 
ond would authorize state officers to 
arrest on federal charges operators 
and occupants of automobiles con- 
veying liquor. It also would authgr- 
ize confiscation under the _ federal 
laws of liquor-laden automobiles. 

The subcommittee discarded a com- 
mission proposal because of failure 
of agreement to define slight and 
casual violators of the dry laws; it 
referred to the full committee with- 
out recommendation, however, a bill 
hy Representative Stobbs, republican, 
Massachusetts, to amend the Jones 
law to fix the maximum penalty for 
misdemeanor cases at six months in 
jail and a fine of $500. 

It also referred in a like manner 
a bill by Representative Christopher- 
son, republican, South Dakota, to 
amend the United States criminal 
code to define all misdemeanor cases 
under the federal laws. 

The fifth measure would broaden 
the powers of the United States com- 
missioners to permit them to handle 
misdemeanor liquor cases in order to 
relieve federal court congestion. Rep- 
resentative Christopherson, chairman 
of the subcommittee, said that the

Chairman Snell, of the house rules 
committee, expressed the opinion that

FOR ALIEN SMUGGLING 


LOS ANGELES, March 21.—(/)— 
With the arrest of five men, two of 
them aviators, and the seizure of a 
$50,000 transport plane, federal im- 
migration agents said tonight they had 
broken up’an elaborate plot to smug- 
gle alien Chinese into California from 
Mexico by air. | 

George E. Flaherty, owner of the 
transport, was arrested at his home 
and immigration agents said he con- 
fessed employing two fliers to pilot 
the plane on a smuggling expedition. 

The pilots previously had been ar: 
rested. They are Harold A. Sweet, 
26, of Los Angeles, and George V. 
Gray, 34, of Taft, Cal. Others in 
custody are John FF. Smith, 24, of 
Los Angeles, and Eddis M. Collins, 
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34, of Long Beach, Cal. 

First intimation of the alleged plot 
came Monday when Mexican authori- 
ties found Collins, Smith and nine 
Chinese in an automobile which had 
bogged down on a little-used road near 
Mexicali, Lower California. The cap- 
tives were turned over to immigration 
authorities for the United States at 
Calexico, American border city. 

Shortly afterward, United States 
agents hurried to Impéfial, Cal., and 
arrested Sweet and Gray as they land- 
ed their large ship at the Imperial! 
airport. Federal agents charged the 
pilots planned to fly to a point in 
Mexico and meet, the automobile, tak- 
ing the Chinese aboard and _ flying 
them to northern California. 

News of the four arrests was not 
made public until the men _ were 
brought here today. The arrest of 
Flaherty followed. 

Smugglers, the agents said, usually 
employ small, antiquated planes. The 
seizure of the big modern transport 
was the first made in this territory 
in operations against smuggling ac- 
tivities. 


Tablet Commemorates 
Chattanooga Founding 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., 
21.—(P)—A tablet 
the founding a century ago of Ross 
Landing, later to become Chattanooga, 
was unveiled by the Tennessee Society 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution here today. 

Robért Bruce Ross, grandson of 
Chief John Ross, attended the cere- 
monies, and was the principai speak- 
er, Mr. Ross came here from his Lome 
in Oklahoma for the occasi.n. 

The bronze tablet was placed on 
the south end of the Market street 
bridge, approximately the spot where 
the Ross trading post was established. 
The following inscriftion is on the 
tablet : 

“This tablet marks’ the site of 
Ross’ landing. Here a Uheroke: trad- 
ing station was maintained by John 
and Lewis Ross during the ea.Jy part 
of the 19th century. 

“From this point in October, 1813, 
General John Cocke led the east Ten- 
nessee troops through tae Cherokee 
nation to General Andrew Jackson in 
the Creek war. 

“Ross’ landing was designed as one 
of the places of rendezvous for the 
removal of the Cherokees in Feb- 
ruary, 1838. A ferry was operated at 
this place and around it grew a 
flourishing village called Ross’ Land- 
ing. On November 14, 1839, the name 
was changed to Chattanooga. 

“Erected by Chickamauga, Judge 
David Campbell, Nancy Ward and 
John Ross chapters, Daughters of the 
American Revolution.”

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One of these days a football coach will develop a new for- 
mation and his brothers in arms will hail him king. 
But in all the various systems of play, there seems to 
be no unique formation. Not a set can correctly be 
termed ‘‘modernistic.”’

POP’S “NEW” FORMATION. 

Pop Warner, for instance, is experimenting with a “new” 

Formation C, in connection with his now famous A and B sets. 
It is described as a balanced line with wingbacks 

plugging the holes between the tackles and wide-spaced 

ends. Pop himself explains it was used at Cornell in 

1914 and 1915. 

And it was such a formation that W. A. Alexander installed 
at Georgia Tech in the last two games of the season of 1929. 


REVERSED QUARTERBACK WAS OLD STUFF. 

Coach Alexander was credited in many sections with having 
invented a new idea in football with his reversed quarterback, a 
backfield arrangement that was used in winning two conference 


championships and a national title. 

Whenever opportunity offered, Coach Alexander 
hastened to explain it was old stuff. He had seen a deaf 
and dumb quarterback stand that way to give signals 
manually to his backfield. 

In fact Coach Alexander had his quarterbacks give certain 
elements of their signals manually in the open huddle to save 
vocal wear and teat. 


WHAT WOULD THEY DO? 

Football tactics now are developed along two general line 
phases—with balanced and unbalanced Jines—and on two other 
general subdivisions—the wingback variations and the punt 
formation schemes. 

The plays are standardized. The blocking comes 
very nearly being so. Scouts these days pay more at- 
tention to personnel than to formations. 

If a coach were to invent a brand-new play, the mortality 
among scouts would be frightful. 

HE MADE A TACKLE ONCE, TOO. 

And while talking about football, lemme repeat the gist of 
a note in Dallas News: Johnny Niemiec, the great Notre Dame 
halfback, now the new backfield coach at Rice institute, was be- 
ing introduced about the town recently.

PLANS ATTEMPT 
FOR NEW MARK 


Car With Speed of 300 
Miles Per Hour To 
| Be Built. 


Should present plans go through as 
they appear in the crystal-ball of the 
seer, the next world’s speed record 
will be well over the 300-mile-per-hour 
mark. 

Such, at least, is the ambition of 
“Cannon Ball” Baker, whose laurels 
in the realm of speed are many. 

Baker, just returned from a stay at 
Daytona Beach to watch the prelimi- 
nary maneuvers.,of Kaye Don’s “Silver 
Bullet,” is visiting 8S. B. Dodge, of 
the Franklin Motor Car Company, 
here, and revealed this fact in a con- 
versation, 

Baker is already laying plans for 
an assault on the record for 1931. 
The present mark is the property of 
Major Sir H. O. D. Segrave and is 
the object of Kaye Don’s furious gas 
burning on the sands of Daytona’ 


Beach. 
Baker Selected. _ 

Representatives of a large interna- 
tional oil company are anxious to see 
the record brought back to America 
as a “spirit gift’ to Ray Keech, who 
was killed on an Altoona, Pa., track 
and who held the record before Se- 
grave. 

Baker has already been selected to 
pilot the car and has been promised 
an unlimited capital as backing. 

In his statements Baker intffnated 
that the car would be driven by a 
power plant capable of developing at 
least 3,000 horsepower, with strong 
present possibilities of using four “W” 
type engines, each of 24 cylinders. 
Each is to be designed to turn out 
750 horsepower under normal condi- 
tions, with enough reserve power to 
double +. 


Last Word. — 

The car itself will be similar in 
design to that which. Baker used in 
his Labor Day Pike’s Peak ‘climb last 
ear. 

" The latest features in automotive 
construction will be incorporated. New 
metal ideas will be used in the form- 
ing of the body. It is probable that 
experiments to determine the feasi- 
bility of thin steel as a substitute for 
fabrics in tire casings will be utilized 
in the eonstruction of the car. | 

The actual steering device, necessi- 
tated by the high speed planned, will 
be both mechanically and_ electro- 
magnetically controlled. The outside 
controls will be both radio beacons 
and the conventional telescopic driv- 
ing sight. - 

“When completed, the car will be 
the outstanding feature of the 1931 
automotive world,” said Baker. ‘I 
have long wanted this chance to try 
for the world’s record, and I plan to 
make the most of it. With the gen- 
erous support promised I am confident 
that I can design and produce a car 
capable of turning out plenty of 
speed.”

It is a toothsome morsel if you do not see the capretto 
before he is turned into food, and if you can eat the dish without asso-

Once I lived in a city in the United States where there were 
many Calabrians, and in the spring their appetites ran to roast 
capretto. There was Caesar Ronci, who kept the little bar and 
restaurant on the side of Telegraph Hill, and his place was a 
favorite eating place for San Francisco newspapermen. 

One night when we assembled, he announced that he had a treat for 
us the next evening. We were to have roast capretto, and he led in a lit- 
tle live black and white kid that bleated in a friendly fashion and wanted 
to be petted. 

Naturally, we lost our appetite for roast capretto, even though 
it would be prepared as only Caesar could prepare it, and be 
washed down with the sort of chianti they made in California in 
the days before the great evil fell upon that state as well as upon 
other states of the nation. We begged for the kid’s life. More 
than that, we pooled to buy the kid to have it from the roasting 
pit on the condition that Caesar should raise it in his back yard. | 
The kid grew to be a billygoat with an antipathy to Caesar. When:

Heavy 
selling profit-taking swept into the 
market around midday, and_ bears 
launched telling drives against a 
small group of issues. Bulls re- 
gained control of the price movement 
in the late afternoon, however, and 
elosing prices were mostly higher, net 
gains running from 1 to nearly 8 
points in the more active issues. The 
eross-currents of bullish and bearish 
activity piled up total sales of 4,629,- 
2) shares, the largest day’s business 
since December. ‘The index of 90 
leading shares was elevated more than 
a point further into new high ground 
since October. The ticker ran 40 
minutes after the close. 
Overdraft Wiped Out. — 
The tightening of purse strings In 
the money market was largely at- 
tributable to the: withdrawal of credit 
through wiping out of the govern- 
ment’s quarterly overdraft at the 
Federal Reserve, of which about $70,- 
00,000 remained. Furthermore, banks 
have been finding the low rates of 
the last few days unprofitable and 
were unwilling to place funds over 
the week-end save at higher rates. A 
heavy demand for sterling in the 


\foreign -exchange market indicated 
that foreign lenders also were grow- 
ing dissatisfied with the low rates of 
return in this money market and 
were withdrawing funds. 

With readjustments incident to the 
mid-month treasury operations com- 
pleted, bankers predict that call money 
will settle back to comparatively 
cheap leyels next week, although it 
probably will not’ approach the low 
levels seen this week. 

The weekly business and mercantile 
reviews stressed the stiffening in com- 
modity prices this week as the out- 
standing favorable development. Trade 
and industry generally continued to 
make slow and irregular recovery. 
Duu’s said, “Existing conditions point 
to a gradual and uneven advance, 
rather than a rapid and general up- 


turn.” 
Old Favorites Revel. 

The market activity centered in sev- 
eral of the old standbys, such as 
American Telephone and United 
States Steel. Both reached new high 
levels for the recovery in the early 
trading. slipped back around midday, 
ind. rallied toward the close, United 
States Steel reaching its best level in 
the last hour, at 191, up more than 4 
points: Oils were again brought for- 
wurd in the Jate trading. About a 
dozen were sent up to new tops for 
the year, including Standard of New 
Jersey, which touched 69, up 25-5, 
Coca Cola, Electric Auto Lite, Inter- 
national Harvester, United Aircraft, 
Vanadium and Warner Brothers were 
other strong spots, rising 5 points 6r 
more. United Carbon sold up 10, 
and closed up nearly 8. Coppers were 
generally firmer in response to better 
sales reports. 

National Cash Register joined the 
group of bear favorites, selling off 
about 7 points to a new low for the 
year, to the accompaniment of reports 
of disappointing sales, and the early 
necessity of new financing to provide 
working capital.

Falls in February 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—(?)— 
Cotton spinning in February showed 
a decline as compared with January 
and also with February of last year: 

On a single shift basis, the census 
bureau today reported, the average 
number of spindles were operated at 
97.7 per cent capacity, compared with 
100.3 per cent capacity in January 
this year and 110.7 per cent in Feb- 
ruary last year. 

Active spindle hours in February 
totaled 7,091,385,449, or an average 
of 205 hours per spindle in place, 
compared with 8,173,380,372, or an 
average of 236 hours, in January this 
year and 8,223,276,151, or an average 
of 253 hours in February last year. 

Spinning spindles in place Febru- 
ary 28 totaled 34,523,291, of which 
28,926,580 were operated at some time 
during the month, compared with 34,- 
630,866 and 29,198.134 for January 
this year and 35,327,824 and 31,007,- 
936 for February last year. 

The average number of 
operated during February was 33,- 
742,793, compared With 34,733,046 in 
January this year and 39,119,076 in 
February last year.

MILLIONAIRE. GIVEN 


SENTENGE FOR THEFT 


| 


PONTIAC, Mich., Mareh 21.—() 
Otto Sasche, a 59-year-old millionaire 
who had received respect and honors 
from his fellow citizens here for a 
quarter of a century Thursday was 
sentenced to prison on a charge of de- 
frauding his school district of $15,500. 

The convicted man stood mute while 
his friend of many  years—Circuit 
Judge Glenn C. Gillespie, told him that 
he must be treated as anyone else 
would be treated under the circum- 
stances. Judge Gillespie fixed his 
term from five to ten years in Mich- 
igan state prison at Jackson. 

Sasche, who offered no testimony at 
his trial, was convicted by a jury 
yesterday. The transaction on which 
the charge was -based was the pur- 
chase in 1928, of two acres as an addi- 
tion to a school site. Sasche at that 
time was president of the school board 
which bought the land for $32,500. 
Six months before Sasche had person- 
ally bought the land for $17,000. 

Reeords of the transaction repre- 
sented that Sasche in the meantime 
had sold the land to Paul Kamper, 
Detroit architect, for $30,000. Kam- 
per, testifying fer the state, denied 
he had any part in the transaction, 

Sasche had been a civic leader 
and bank official until he was indict- 
ed and has been prominent in civic 
and church affairs. He made a for- 
tune estimated at several million dol- 
lars largely in the real estate business.

Establishment of government liquor 
stores is forbidden under the terms of 
the act in municipalities. towns and 
districts in which a majority of the 
vote cast in a referendum on the liquor 
control measure is against its adop- 


‘tion unless a subsequent vote shows 


a majority of the electors in favor of 
establishment of the stores. 

The commission is given no author- 
ity to permit the sale of liquor by 
hotel keepers. 

Under the Nova Scotia temperance 
act, the present law, sale of liquor.
